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The All-American Conference includes 
some fifty national organizations. Its pur- 
pose is to provide leaders of these organi- 
zations and other Americans with accurate, 
up-to-date information on the aims and 
programs of Communism which seeks to 
undermine and destroy the free institutions 
which these organizations support. 


One activity of the Conference is 
the distribution of FREEDOM'S FACTS, 
which quotes occasionally from Commugst 
sources so that citizens may have a clear 
understanding of current Communist moves.

For one thing, the assault was no surprise to Fidel Castro or his Communist advisers. For 
a month prior to the landings, Moscow and Havana had been predicting the invasion. Com- 
munisis in cities all over Latin America were ready, at the moment of invasion, to launch "Hands 
Off Cuba" campaigns and anti-U.S. demonstrations. 


4 Distracted by the demonstrations, the warnings from Soviet Premier Khrushchev, and the 
pate fai lure of the initial invasion, the first reaction in the United States was to ask hope- 
ess questions: What went wrong? Who made the mistake? Where can we put the blame? 


Nothing could please the masters of the Kremlin more. A major goal of their policy is to 


arouse antagonisms among people they hope to conquer, undermine their confidence, dull their 
vision of the future, and shatter their hopes of the eventual victory of free men. 
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More than "One Shot" Needed 


Possibly from watching Western plays on television, many of us get the impression that the & 
good guy defeats the bad guy in one climactic battle of fists and gun ewes Revolutions involving 


millions of people are not won in this way. Take the experience of Fidel Castro. 


As a "student" leader, Castro led an attack on the Moncado Barracks in Santiago de Cuba 
on July 26, 1953. The attack failed. A hundred or more of the attackers were killed. Castro 
was jailed, and later fled to Mexico, joined up with a Spanish Civil War veteran -- Alberto 
Bayo -= and an Argentinian revolutionist -- Ernesto "Che" Guevara. Guevara had served the 
pro—Communist regime of Jacobo Arbenz in Guatemala. 


Bayo trained Castro and his group in guerrilla warfare. Guevara provided hard core military 
leadership. With a small group of 80 men Castro landed in Cuba in 1956. All but 12 of the land- 
ing party were wiped out. These slipped into the mountains. Riots and uprisings against the then 
Cuban President Batista already were underway when Castro arrived. 

Until February 1957 Castro was largely an unknown. Then, a series of articles by Herbert 
L. Matthews in the New York Times focused the world spotlight on Castro and his group, esti- 
mated at that time to be between 50 and 100. When Castro stepped up his harrassment of the 
Government, Batista countered by increasing the severity of efforts to put down the revolutionists. 
Some of these moves were so severe that they alienated many of Batista's supporters in business 


life and in the army. & 
Castro's Manifesto 


By March 24, 1958, Castro felt strong enough to issue a manifesto. He claimed the "battle 
against Batista has entered its final phase." He said his strategy would be to deliver a blow con- 
sisting of a general strike aided by armed action. Responsibility for leading the strike was put into 
the hands of the National Labor Front, the Civic Resistance Movement, and the National Students 
Front. Armed action was to be directed by the forces of the July 26 Movement, which Castro headed. 


Clandestine organizations -- the Revolution Sierra Maestra, Vanguardia Obrera, Resistancia, 
and Cubano Libre -- were given the job of keeping the people informed of what was happening and 
what was expected of them. 

Castro's manifesto went on to warn that anyone who remained in a high government post under 
Batista would be considered a traitor. Anyone paying taxes to Batista would have to pay the same 
amount later to the provisional government Castro sought to set up. Every officer, soldier or sailor 
who continued to serve Batista would lose his right to continue in the armed forces, and so on. 

Yet, in October 1958 -- eight months after the Castro manifesto -- the Batista regime an- 
nounced: "In spite of any reports of disorders in Cuba, the ‘Pearl of the Antilles’ is preparing for q | 
what may well be its biggest tourist season in recent years, " and went on to extol a "Havana 
Holiday" one U.S. corporation had offered to its top salesmen. 


Propaganda and Fear Pave the Road to Victory 


Castro's propaganda continued to grow. People in the United States, in Cuba, and in the 
world were hearing of the evils of Batista and the virtues of Castro. Propaganda in the form of 
news stories, feature articles, photographs, personal profiles, and news commentaries was con- 
ditioning the people to expect and even to welcome a Castro victory. 

There is evidence, too, that Cubans sent to the U.S. to raise funds for Castro were pre- 
senting Castro as a true friend of business interests, a real patriot who wanted to give Cuba honest 


government. Counter charges that Castro even then was working for Moscow were buried in the 
avalanche of favorable news reports. 


On January 1, 1959, the dam of resistance broke. Castro's victory was not a military 
victory. It was a victory of combined propaganda and revolutionary struggle. By January 1959 e 
most Cubans, including many intellectuals, businessmen and ordinary citizens were tired of the 
turmoil and elected to support almost anyone who would bring an end to Internal tensions. 
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In January 1959 Manuel Urrutia was made President of the provisional government. He ap- 


> wens Castro as commander of the armed forces. In a number of step-by-step moves Castro 


iquidated or exiled his top level opposition, and moved into supreme control. 


Time and Planning 


What do we learn from Castro's experience? First, it took him six years to make a revolu- 
tion in Cuba. He was aided by the neutrality and indifference of many Cubans who are now trying 
to free their country from his tyranny. But most important, he prepared the minds of Cubans and of 
the world to expect and to welcome his victory. His means were propaganda and the mounting 
struggle which force tista to become so brutal in his efforts to defeat Castro's aggression that the 


people turned against Batista and to Castro. 


What of the future in Cuba? By the time you read this the immediate future may be decided. 
But experts in revolution, point out two significant facts. 


First, a military venture needs only good leadership, adequate planning, sufficient fire power, 
and determined follow-through in order to succeed. Its purpose is to overpower and crush the re- 
sistance of the opponents by force. 


Second, a revolution, on the other hand, must actually take place in the minds of people ina 
country before it can take place in reality. The revolutionists' job is different from that of the 
military leader, The revolutionists' task is to incite and motivate others to revolt, then lead them 
in the active phases of the revolution. 


Revolution Has Excellent Chance 


Unless a major military offensive is undertaken to crush the present Communist regime in 
Cuba, it can only be done by the slower but, in the long run, more effective method of revolution. 


Many Americans may think of causing or aiding a revolution with distaste and even fear, They 
need only remember that a relatively few years ago men such as Samuel Adams, Thomas Jefferson, 
and George Washington engaged in all the steps of causing a revolution -- political agitation, 
demonstrations, demands and declarations, and guerrilla warfare. When the time was ripe, they 
took positions of leadership in directing open revolution. 


For their day, they fought against far greater odds than patriotic Cubans face in 1961. 
COMMUNIST OFFENSIVE AGAINST BUSINESS MOVES AHEAD 


The Communist offensive against U.S. business is moving ahead faster in Canada than in the 
United States, 


Leslie Morris, writing in the "World Marxist Review" (April 1961), says that Communists 
there are plugging the slogan, "Let's be masters in our own house." 


With this cleverly worded catch phrase, they are appealing to Canadians' national feelings, 
and the beliefs of many that Canadians would live better if major elements of the Canadian 
economy were free of U.S. control. 


Communists are plugging hard "for struggle to make the Canadian economy work for Canadians, 
instead of for American investors." They want to nationalize U.S.-owned industry in Canada, in- 
cluding auto, oil, electrical and mining interests. 


They oppose what they call the "U.S.-dictated policy of depriving Canada of vast markets 
for its goods in the socialist countries." They are claiming that as soon as Canada would break 
away from trade dependence upon the U.S., Canadian employment would rise, purchasing power 
of the people would grow. Morris predicts that "big national and class battles are in prospect" in 
Canada around the "central issue of independence from U.S. domination. " 

Such actions would add to growing tensions between Canada and the U.S. -- once calléd 
the two friendliest countries in the world -- and tend to isolate the United States from a major 


trading market. Such is the prime objective of the Moscow-dictated economic offensive against 
the United States. 
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Different Slogan in The U. S. 


Meanwhile, a somewhat different assault is being taken against business inside the United ® 
States. Here, the attempt is to pin the label of "aggression and war" on "big business and big 
brass." 


The real start of this campaign came last year with publication of "A Symposium: Disarmament 
and the American Economy" edited by Herbert Aptheker. Composed of papers contributed by 
"American and West European" experts, the book sets out to "prove" that U.S. business makes so 
much profit out of manufacturing war material that it has to oppose all attempts to achieve a lasting 
peace. In the symposium Hyman Lumer, a top U.S. Communist, charges that workers and the 
common people are the ones who pay the bill for the armaments. 


In the Communist way of doing things the "symposium" is to provide the arguments and the 
"facts" which Communist agitators can use in persuading others to believe the Communist thesis. 
The "World Marxist Review" (April 1961) provides more so-called "facts" purportedly tying the 
"big brass" with "big business. " 


Organization As Well As Propaganda 


While some Communists concoct the arguments and provide the talking points for agitators 
and propagandists, others concentrate on organization. William Weinstone, in "Political Affairs" 
(April 1961), says that in its anti-monopoly campaign, the U.S. Communist Party must seek to 
develop "Unity of Communist, Left, socialist and progressive trade unionists in behalf of a pro- 
gram of change." The action program he suggests includes demands for restricting "price gouging, " 
higher taxes on the profits of big corporations, improvements in social services, etc. 


The Party, says Weinstone, must seek the broadest possible unity in the anti-monopoly 
struggle. It must use agitation and struggle -- which means public accusations, leaflets, rallies, 
meetings, strikes, demonstrations, excessive demands and so on. 


Communists whose lives are spent fomenting revolution know how to excite masses of people 
and how to manipulate them. Lenin pointed out in his famous "What Is To Be Done" that the expose, 
cleverly handled, is the most effective means for exciting public discontent and directing public 
hostility against institutions the Party wants to destroy. 


Thus, the challenge Communists are posing to U.S. businessmen is moral as well as practi- 
cal. Such an attack cannot be counteracted by "shooting from the hip." Only sober and care- 
ful planning can prepare the way toward success in this kind of seudake against the Communists’ 
most highly skilled professional revolutionists here and in Moscow. 


THE PEACE MARCHES ARE BECOMING MORE MILITANT 


"PEACE" is becoming a big thing with a growing number of Americans. And some are 
engaging in every form of action short of open violence in order to gain their objectives. There 
are some exceptions, but, generally speaking, the forces for "peace" have become militant. 


Peace marchers are taking to the streets and highways. They picket U.S. military in- 
stallations, interfere with the launching of U.S. naval ships, and try by massing large numbers 
of people and raising a mighty hue and cry to block efforts to strengthen the defensive power 
of our country. 


In a word, they are using the "non-violent" force of numbers and noise to dramatize the 
“peace issue" and split Americans into peace-lovers and warmongers. 


As you might expect, the Communist Party USA is delighted. Communist Party General 
Secretary Gus Hall is urging all Communists to work inside and alongside peace organizations 
to make them more militant and more effective. He wants to make "peace" an issue in every AB 
church, every union, every factory, everywhere that people gather. 
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What Communists Hope to Gain 


One can only conclude that Communists think they can gain from militant peace activity. 
Nikita Khrushchev has said: "We will defeat capitalism without a war, with our work," (July 8, 
1958). The "Worker" during April has given us some clues as to one direction this "work" is 
taking. 

During the month, for example, the "Worker" noted these "peace" events: 


A two-day National Conference on World Disarmament and Development, sponsored by 
"43 labor, church, peace and other organizations" in Washington, D.C, The conference de- 
manded "co-existence, full disarmament, and admission of People's China to the UN." 
In Chicago, a nation-wide labor conference on "Peace, Jobs and Freedom." The main 
cmpett was to be given by Erich Fromm, "a member of the executive committee of the Socialist 
arty. " 
Over the Easter weekend peace marches were held in New York City, Chicago, San 


Francisco, and over a dozen other localities. Most of the marchers in many cases were high 
school and college youth. 


The New York City march, says the "Worker," included "a hard core of long distance 
hikers." Among them were members of the "rugged New Jersey Peace batallion." During the 
march some speakers demanded abolition of the nuclear bomb, and pleaded for "cementing Peace 
by recognizing the People's Republic of China." 


Peace Marchers - Do They Know What They Want? 


The Chicago peace march was set off by the arrival of 120 peace marchers, led by "William 
Davidon, Argonne National Laboratories nuclear physicist" who arrived after a two-day hike from 
the Great Lakes Naval Training Station. 

What exactly do most of these peace marchers want? Evidence so far indicates that the vast 
majority want an end to the threat of nuclear war. They see their marches as protests against a 
world which they believe does not care enough for survival. They want to wake up the authorities, 


abolish the feared bomb, and so, they appear to think, move toward peaceful settlements of 
world questions. 


They think of peace in terms of banning the instruments of war, rather than in terms of 
exposing and counteracting the dynamic, human forces of aggression. They confuse helplessness 
with peace, and natural defense with aggressiveness. They overlook the fact that the man who 
carries the gun may be the peace officer. 


This kind of thinking is fostered by Communists here and abroad. For the Communist drive 
to dominate the world without a destructive war has only one chance to succeed, To win 
Communists have to convince Western Europe and the United States that peace is more important 
than principle; that surrender to Communism is wiser than fighting to protect our western freedoms. 
They gain from peace activities to the extent that these make us act peacefully in the face of 
rising Communist advances in all parts of the globe. 


Other Gajns From "Peace" 


They gain in other ways, too. The Sixth World Congress of the Communist International in 
1928, outlined the aggressive advantages of a "peace policy." The Congress said: "This polic 


rallies all the allies of the proletarian dictatorship around its banner and provides the best basis 
for taking advantage of the antagonisms among the imperialist states... This licy is the L 
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Are most of those who take part in the "non-violent" peace efforts aware of what the Com- 
munists stand to gain? Chances are that they are not. They are hypnotized by the thought that 
the world may be destroyed by a nuclear war. From fear of their own destruction they allow 
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themselves to be turned against the only power which can maintain peace with freedom in today's 
world. They do not admit that the cause of war tension is not U.S. resistance to Communist 4 


aggression. The primary cause is Communist aggression itself. Until this aggression is ended, war 
fensions will remain. 


What Can We Learn? 





What can we learn from the peace marches? It is simple. Communists are few in number, 
harmless in appearance but, yet, determined to destroy free institutions and seize political power 
in the U.S, They can succeed only by means of motivating thousands of non-Communists to seek 
specific objectives which weaken their major opponents and thus further the Communist drive to 
power. 


If we are to succeed in defeating the plans of the Communists, we must learn how to motivate 
people to seek objectives which strengthen freedom and weaken Communist power. The starting 
point is to inform them as to the consequences of their actions, by getting them to think beyond 
their fear of the bomb, to the danger of surrender to Communist rule. If we lose, each of us will 
have no one to blame but himself!

Austrian Communists have been using strikes against higher prices and for higher wages as 
a means for recruiting new members to the Party. An active recruiting program coupled with 
strikes brought over 3,200 new members into the Party in less than six months, Communists in all 
non=-Communist countries are talking about whether this is a good tactic for them to use in re- 
cruiting new members. * 


‘Women = Red Target in Britain 


The latest victory of Communists in Britain is publication of a pamphlet called, "Woman 
Today == Her Job, Family and Future." The pamphlet is designed to expose Tory policies, 
explain how to fight them, and picture what life would be like in a socialist Britain. This 
pamphlet is being given wide distribution, particularly at meetings of women in houses of 
neighbors, British Communists think the pamphlet will spread their ideas and motivate pro- 
Communist political action. You can be sure that many other Parties are getting copies of this 
pamphlet, and considering whether it can be adapted fo use in their own countries. 


Communists in Denmark have made some propaganda gains as the result of a court case. 
The Communist newspaper accused a Danish General of "having sabotaged the liberation of the 
country" because, when he was in the Resistance Underground, he did not give weapons to 
Communists. When the General sued the paper for libel, Communists turned the trial "into a 
tribune of — accusation against the reactionary elements in the army." Outside the court- 
room they held meetings and rallies, published leaflets and put up posters. When one Communist ¢ 


was jailed for a month because of a particularly objectionable poster, his fellow Reds celebrated 
with demonstrations which accompanied him right up to the prison door. This is an old tactic for 
U.S. Communists, and they probably will discuss its use in Denmark as compared to its use here.

Items For Discussion 


Why are we so sure Communists are talking about these tactics for causing trouble and 
strengthening the Party? Accounts of them appear in "World Marxist Review" (April 1961), a 


monthly magazine published in 19 languages for discussion by and able guidance of Communist 
Parties all over the world. 


Right now Moscow claims there are 36,000,000 Party members, many of them in Europe, 
Asia, Africa, the Middle East, Latin America, Canada and the U.S. and all working, to dis- 
integrate the political system they oppose. 


As Lenin advised, Communists are carrying on "universal political agitation, uniting into 
one inseparable whole the pressure upon the government..." Furthermore, they are trying to 
present the pressure as being exerted "in the name of the whole people." In other words, they 
are pretending to represent the interests of all the people instead of merely the interests of Moscow. 


Until those of us in the free world start to comprehend exactly what the Communists are 
doing, -- and how -=- we cannot begin to cope with it. Once we do understand, we have the 


abilities to isolate and confine Communists into tiny, helpless bands of a few power-hungry dis- 
contents. 


STRAWS IN THE RED WIND 


JAPAN -=- Sohyo, the Japanese trade union organization which played a major role in the 
demonstratians against the visit of former President Eisenhower to Japan a year ago, has decided 
to stage a series of "resort to force" struggles against the Japanese Goceanali: 

SOUTH KOREA -- A rash of new organizations are springing up in South Korea to conduct 
demonstrations and agitations against the U.S. -supported South Korean Government. Among 
them are: "Joint Struggle Committee Against Anti-Democratic Evil Laws," “National Front for 
Unification of the Fatherland," and "Students Joint Struggle Committee Against Evil Laws." The 
mark of most such organizations is that they seek to achieve their goals outside the normal 
channels of democratic government, a favorite approach of professional Communist revolutionists. 

RED CHINA -- Peiping propagandists are heaping praise on the "American peace marchers” 
particularly for gaining the favorable attention of "professors and students... .housewives" and others 
along their march routes. Peiping says the demonstrations and parades were sponsored by the 
American Friends Service Committee, the Chicago Committee for a Sane Nuclear Policy, and the 
Student Peace Union. 

AFRICA -- The third African Peoples Conference, held in Cairo, Egypt, sent greetings to 
Antoine Gizenga, Communist-trained leader in Oriental Province in the Congo. Calling Gizenga 
"the lawful government of the Republic of the Congo," the Conference pledged its "support for 
your righteous struggle for independence." Cairo remains the center of Communist ond other efforts 
to throw western influence out of Africa. 

SPAIN AND PORTUGAL -- A world-wide Communist campaign is now underway to gain “an 
amnesty for political prisoners and political emigres of Spain and Portugal." Reds a poate want 
a free pass to get more of their agents into these two countries in order to carry out long-talked-of 
plans to overthrow the present Spanish and Portugese Governments. You can expect to see demon- 
strations and pickets in the U.S, attacking Generalissimo Franco and Prime Minister Salazar as 
part of this campaign. 

LATIN AMERICA -- The United States can expect to face growing troubles in Latin America. 
As one evidence, the Confederation of Labor of Ecuador has passed two resolutions: one, condem- 
ning Pan-Americanism "as a doctrine designed to serve the interests of U.S. imperialism and enslave 
the Latin American peoples;" the other, condemning the Organization of American States (OAS) 
"as an instrument of the U.S. State Department for infiltration and colonization of the Latin Ameri- 
can peoples." Both resolutions are straight out of the list of Communist Party policy statements. 
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RED STAR OVER CUBA, Nathenial Weyl - Devin-Adair, N.Y., $4.50 


The sub-title is "The Russian Assault on the Western Hemisphere." A far more descriptive a 
and accurate one would have been "Hornswoggled Again." Because the essence of Weyl's care- 
fully documented and thoroughly sound book is that Castro's rise to power would have been im- 
possible but for the gullibility and covert connivance of strategically placed Americans, in and out 
of government. Without their assistance Castro and his handful of caine cut-throats would have 
died of starvation in the Sierra Maestre within months after they landed in Cuba at the end of 1956. 

Weyl, a former Communist, knows Latin America. "Red Star Over Cuba" reflects an enormous 
amount of meticulous research, Weyl names names and some of his revelations are frankly shock- 
ing. The silly debate over whether or not Castro is a Communist has now been quietly dropped by 
even some of his most vociferous defenders. | American journalists, with only a few exceptions, 
who helped build up the Robin Hood and Batista dragon slayer mythology around this unsavory 
Soviet agent, now admit they were hornswoggled. Their monumental mistake has cost hundreds 
of innocent people their lives. It has cost Americans over a billion dollars of investments in Cuba. 
It has cost the long suffering Cuban people the total extinction of what few liberties they enjoyed 
under previous regimes.
